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PROGRESS OF THE BUILDING 


The building operations of the Museum are rapidly bringing 
order to the exterior of the New Wing. During the summer, 
fences to west and north have been removed to relocate and 
rebuild the road to the west of the Museum and across Wade 
Park between the Museum parking area and the Rose Garden. 
This has permitted the finishing of the parking area, bringing 
it to its full complement of 225 cars. 

The traffic pattern for the approach to the north entrance 
is clearly apparent. The normal approach will be through the 
parking lot from East Boulevard. For receptions, however, 
the entrance will be by the north marginal Park road to a 
north-south drive at the west end of the parking area. This 
road will flank the red granite wall which runs north at right 
angles from the building and will lead directly to the marquee. 

To the west between the west marginal road and the park- 
ing area is the walled and depressed Service Court. Trucks 
will load and unload there under cover at a dock immedi- 
ately adjacent to the Receiving Room. There will also be room 
for parking 14 cars in this Court. 

It is hoped that by fall the major portion of the exterior 
planting will be finished to give the Museum, as soon as possi- 
ble, the landscape setting designed for it. The Interior Court 
has already been completely planted. 

The work on the interior of the New Wing is also rapidly 
reaching completion. Plastering and preliminary painting are 
completed and the wood floors are in the process of being in- 
stalled so that by the late fall it should be possible to begin the 
task of installing the collections. 

Very considerable changes are being made in the old build- 
ing to adapt it to new uses. Galleries beneath the Garden 
Court will house the print and textile collections. The former 
Library will be added to the educational section so that that 
department will surround the auditorium on three sides. The 
ceilings of Galleries I, IV, and XII will be lowered eight feet and 
skylights installed. Obsolete wiring will be replaced and new 
elevators installed. All of this will be brought to completion 
at the same time so that the entire Museum can be made ready 
for its reopening early next year.
